BRITONS PUT COLOR 


ON ANY TV SCREEN 


BIRMINGHAM, Eng. (UP)—British researchers 
were reported tonight to have developed a method of 
television broadcasting which produces an illusion of 
color on ordinary black and white screens. . 

The process is called “subjective color,” and an 
experimental commercial will-be broadcast to the 
public Saturday. 

Asked to comment on the reports, Philip Dorte, 
Midlands controller of the Associated. Television Co. 
—one of the commercial stations—said:
